Showing that Lake county received 
$10,981 intereit off public funds held 
in County treasurer's- office during the 
pnst two years, auditor S.. E. Simms in 
his annual report to the supervisors 
covering all county ofliceB,. compliment- 
ed the boar4 for having put into opera- 
tion the' state 'law which says nhat a 




treasurer must turn over to the Cornw- 
all earnings of the office. 

He declared that there are but about 
iour other counties in Illinois which are 
observing this law despite its. clear 

provisions. - , 

. Mr. Simms said that few counties 
receive any larger total of public funds 
, ttian Lake county. He showed how 
treasurer Bracher took oyer from his 
predecessor $1*31.514. , 

Mr. Simms said he believes that the 
. new method of the county treasurer 
collecting the taxes instead of having 
town collectors as. formerly will be 
much. cheaper. He pointed out that it 
, costs the county $20,000 a year to col- 
lect the taxes per year. under the od 
plan and said the additional clerk hired 
in the treasurer's office surely would 
not total that amount. 

Mr. Simms report Bhowed .that the 
records of all the county offices are o.k. 
in fact there were practically no dis- 
cepancies worth mentioning.

The iakes are being seined at the pres- 
ent time and hundreds of black bass 
will be removed for spawning purposes. 
They will be placed in the three new 
fish ponds that have been *co 
at Spring Grove; There now are four 
ponds there. The one pond has been 
productive of. splendid results but the 
three additional ponds will increase the 
efficiency greatly. 

When white fish and trout ore needed 
to restock Lake Michigan this is done 
bv catching thefish and removing the 
spawn. The spawn then is taken to 
Spring Grove where it is hatched out. 
The tiny fish are cared for in tanks 
until large enough to be deposited in 
the lake. 

In the caBe of black bass this course 
cannot be followed. The spawn cannot 
be removed and hatched out artifically. 
It is necessary to keep [the fish in cap- 
tivity during the spawning period- 
The tiny fish are permitted to grow 

naturally. 

Then, when the time comes the water 
in the big pond is .drawn off and the 
minnows removed. They then are 
placed in the various lakes.. The bass 
that are being seined now will not 
spawn until June or July. The small 
fish may not be ready to place in the^ 
lakes before fall or spring but there 
will be many millions when the time 
comes. Several million already have 
been hatched out in the old pond- at. 
Spring Grove, the state fiBh hatchery 
and they will be placed in the lakes of 
the county in the near future. 

Black bass grow so rapidly so it may 
be expected that within another year 
or two. the- fishing will be the best it 
has been in years, and it will continue 
to grow better constantly for the re- 
stocking process will increase the sup- 
ply faster than it can be depleted.

Government Starts Action 

Against Marketing Co. 

.The Co-operative Marketing Co., of 
the. Milk Producers' association is be- 
ing investigated by the department of 
justice with ayiew of prosecuting it 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
. Wednesday mon.ing twenty-five of- 
ficers, of the association were raided 
and secretaries ordered to bring; all 
records and correspondence before the 
federal grand jury in Chicago. 

The government contends that farm- 
ers are forced to setl their product 
through" the ^Marketing Co.. and the 
consumers can "purchase only through 
the company. It claims the contract Is 
a direct violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law and every member is liable 
to prosecution under the act. 

The action is a new one and is in ad- 
dition to the indictments already re- 
turned against officials of the Milk Pro- 
ducers association, whose trial started 
in Chicago Monday.
